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Section 1. Be It Enacted by the County Council of Harford County,

Maryland, that Section 232P of the Code of Public Local Laws of

Harford County, ( 1965 Edition, and 1971 Supplement), heading

Harford County Advisory Council on Drug Abuse" be, and it is

hereby, repealed and that new Section 232P, same heading, be,

and it is hereby, added to the said Code in lieu thereof to stand

in place of the section repealed, said new Section to read as

follows:

232P.

a) There is hereby created a Harford County Advisory

Council on Drug Abuse to consist of H~ He ~ 9~ FIFTEEN ( 15) members

appointed by the County Executive and confirmed by the County

Council.

b) The membership on the Council shall consist of one

member from each of the following groups:

1) County Mental Health Department;

2) The Maryland Drug Abuse Administration ~e~ Rft~~ e~ a

GeHH* 7'i"

3) The Sheriff' s office;

4) The Probation Department of Harford County;

5) The Harford County School System;

6) The Alcohol and Drug Abuse Control Office of

Aberdeen Proving Ground;

7) The Police Departments of Aberdeen, Bel Air,

and Havre de Grace;

8) AND SIX ( 6) CITIZENS AT LARGE."

c) ~ a~ee FIVE members of the Council shall be appointed fo

terms of one year, * a~ee FIVE shall be appointed for terms of

two years, and * a~ee FIVE shall be appointed for terms of three
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of the appointment then expiring. Any member whose term is

expiring may be reappointed to another term or terms.

d) The members of the Council shall receive no compensatio

for their services, but they may be reimbursed by the County

Council for reasonable and necessary expenses incurred in the

discharge of their duties.

e) The County Executive shall designate a Chairman of

the Council who shall serve for a one year term. The Council

shall meet once a month or on the call of the Chairman in a place

to be furnished by the County Executive.

f) The Council shall assess the needs and resources of

Harford County in terms of drug prevention, rehabilitation and

education. It shall suggest programs to meet the specific needs

identified by these assessments and to identify the appropriate

agencies for the implementation of these programs. It shall

prepare an annual report of its findings and suggestions for the

benefit of the County Executive and County Council, the citizens

of Harford County and the Harford County Delegation to the

General Assembly. It shall establish liaison with present sugges

20 tions to, and support existing drug related programs, the Marylan

Drug Abuse Administration, and any new programs, reThating to drug

22 education, rehabilitation, and abuse in Harford County. It shall
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also develop new programs relating to drug education, rehabilita-

tion, and abuse in Harford County. The Council shall also

encourage cooperative efforts among groups concerned with drug

problems in the County.

g) The Council is empowered to apply for and accept grants

f~om the State, County, or Federal governments, pending approval

nf Tnp rnllnTV Fxpc:ntive and the Countv Council.
